(Currently Amended) The recycling center of claim 1^ wherein the work area 
is configured to shelter the attendant from adverse weather conditions, partition has a door 
connecting th e work ar e a and th e storag e ar e a. 

Claim 9. (Currently Amended) A method for collecting recyclable materials 
comprising the steps of: 

placing a tfaasportable container r e cycling c e nt e r at a location, the portable container 
having a storage area configured to store recyclable material, a work area configured to 
accommodate an attendant, a door configured to separate the work area from the storage area, 
a compactor configured to decrease the volume of the recyclable material and is accessible to 
the attendant, a holding bin in the storage area configured to store the recyclable materiaU 
and a rechargeable battery configured to power the compactor; 

receiving recyclable materials in the work area : 

sorting the recyclable materials in the storage area : 

storing the recyclable materials in the storage are a transportable r e oycling c e nter ; 
compacting the recyclable materials by a battery-powered compactor; and 
removing the trassportable container r e cycling c e nt e r from the location.

one or mor e a portals in the exterior of the portable container to access the on e or 
more holding bins; 

a battery^ pow e r e d compactor accessible from the work area configured to decrease 
the volume of the recyclable material : and 

a portable, rechargeable battery to power the compactor. 
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
